Christ as

Many dear brethren turn from 
the investigation of the Lord’s 
coming to restore all things and 
reign in peace and glory on this 
earth, because it seems (in their 
estimation) to discourage mis- 
sionary efforts and is on the whole 
a doctrine of no practical im- 
portance. The same objections 
have been urged against the doc- 
trines of grace, and the latter one 
against the doctrine of believer’s 
baptism. Will such objectors 
ponder the following passages of 
God’s Word and note the motives 
by which practical duties are 
pressed upon renewed heart? 

1. The coming of the Lord is 
made the great motive for stead- 
fastness in the faith, and for the 
confidence of hope—(1 John 2:28) 
: “Now, little children, abide in 
him; that, when he shall appear, 
we may have confidence, and not 
be ashamed before him at his 
coming.” 

2. It is made the great motive 
for exercising Christian patience 
amid the vexations and trials of 
life—(James 5:7, 8): “Be patient 
therefore, brethren, unto the com- 
ing of the Lord. Behold, the hus- 
bandman waiteth for the precious 
fruit of the earth, and hath long 
patience for it, until he receive 
the early and latter rain. Be ye 
also patient; stablish your hearts: 
for the coming of the Lord draw- 
eth nigh.” 

3. It is made the great motive 
for sobriety of mind and Chris- 
tian perseverance—(I Peter 1:13): 
Gird up the loins of your mind, 
be sober, and hope to the end for 
the grace that is to be brought 
unto you at the revelation of Jesus 
Christ.’ This is a strong and de- 
cisive passage as to the nature and 
object of the Christian hope. 

4. It is made the _ greatest 
motive for the mortification of sin 
in believers—(Col. 3:4, 5): “When 
Christ, who is our life, shall ap- 
pear, then shall ye also appeai 
with him in glory; mortify there- 
fore your members which are up- 
on the earth.” 

5. It is made the great motive 
for heavenly-mindedness—(Phil. 
3:20): “For our conversation 
is in heaven; from whence also 
we look for the Saviour.” 

6. It is made the great motive 
for temperance in all things (Phil. 
4:5): “Let your moderation be 
known unto all men. The Lord is 
at hand.” 

7. It is made the great motive 
for brotherly love (I Thess. 3:12, 
13): “The Lord make you to in- 
crease and abound in love one to- 
ward another, and toward all men. 
even as we do toward you: 
To the end he may establish your 
hearts’ unblameable in_ holiness 
before God, even our Father, at

the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ with all his saints.” 

8. It is made the great motive 
for personal holiness and continu- 
ous self-discipline (1 John 3:2, 3): 
“Beloved, now are we the sons of 
God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be: but we know

Post-tribulation Teachers 


Will the Church Escape 
the Great Tribulation? 


(Seventh in a series on this important question.)

It is not enough for us who teach | 
pretribulation rapture to present 
Our Own case, we must face objec- 
tions from the other side. 


Is the Tribulation the Wrath 
of God? | 
We are charged with overlook- 
ing a distinction between these 
two. Explaining the reason for 
the rapture, Paul declared in I 
Thessalonians 5:9 that the church 
is ‘not appointed unto wrath.’ 
The wrath here, as the context 
shows, is the tribulation wrath, 
and the church obtains deliverance 
from it by being raptured as Paul 
has just described. | 
Forced to explain “not 
pointed us unto wrath” 
tribulationists do so by 
first denying that the Great 
Tribulation is the wrath of God, 
and then trying to insert a period

of wrath after the tribulation, 
separate from the _ tribulation, 
greater in severity, and taking 


place just before Christ comes to 
earth. Thus they make the Bible | 
to say; first, the tribulation, then 
the wrath of God, and then the | 
visible coming of Christ. They 
claim the church will go through 
the tribulation but will escape 
the wrath of God to be poured 
out in this supposed awful period 
of wrath after the tribulation is 
over and before Christ comes to 
earth. In this way they explain 
“not appointed us unto wrath,” 
which gets them out of one dif- 
ficulty but lands them into many 
more. 

Among those. who make this 
clearly imaginary distinction are 
Ladd, Ockenga, and J. Sidlow 
Baxter. Dr. Baxter writes, “The 
Great Tribulation and the wrath 
of God are not indentical.” Re- 
ferring to Ockenga, Dr. Ladd says, 
“As Dr. Ockenga has pointed out 
. . . pretribulationists are in error 
in identifying tribulation and 
wrath.” While Ladd himself 
states, “The Great Tribulation will 
consist of these two elements: 
tribulation at the hands of Anti- 
christ, and the wrath of God. 
These two are not to be confused.” 

Ladd then raises a very im- 
portant point for his own position 
when he states, “It is the clear 
teaching of Scripture that the 
church will never suffer the wrath 
of God .. . If the position rested 
on this fact alone, pretribulation- 
ism would be inevitable.” Can they 
be shown to be one and the same? 
I submit nothing is easier to 


prove.

wrath, Baxter writes, 


|“That ‘Wrath of God’ is the last 


awful end-bit which immediately 
follows (Matt. 24:29) the Great 
Tribulation.” He claims the church 
will be in the tribulation but re- 
moved from “this last awful end- 
bit” after the tribulation. He of- 
fers as proof of this (Matt. 24:29) 
but the reader, like myself, will 
look in vain there for any hint of 
such a period. Here is the verse: 


“Immediately after the tribu- 
lation of those days shall the sun 
be darkened, and the moon shall 
not give her light, and the stars 
shall fall from heaven, and the 
powers of the heaven shall be 
shaken: And then shall appear 
the sign of the Son of man in 
heaven: and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and 
they shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory” 
(Matt. 24:29, 30). 

I have added verse 30 there for 
clarity. I leave it with my readers 
to see if there is any such period 
of wrath mentioned there. As for 
the other. writers they offer no 
proof, and for the reason that no 
such proof exists. On the contrary, 
the evidence against it is over- 
whelming. 

One illuminating phrase from 
our Lord Himself shatters this in- 
terpretation completely. How could 
there be a period of wrath and 
judgment AFTER the tribulation,

and worse than the tribulation, | 
when Christ stated that the suf-. 
fering, anguish, and severity of | 
the Great Tribulation was SUCH | 
AS NEVER AGAIN SHALL BE? | 

“For then shall be great tribu- | 
lation, such as was not since the 


beginning of the world to this 
time, no, NOR EVER SHALL 
BE” (Matt. 24:21). 


That should be all one needs 
to say to dispose of an assump- 
tion that clearly contradicts Scrip- 
ture. This supposed period of 
wrath, apart from and after the 
tribulation, is a mere assumption 
unproven and wunprovable. The 
words of our Lord, “nor ever shall 
be,” give the death-blow to this 
invention. 


But further, this alleged period 
of wrath after the tribulation and 
BEFORE Christ’s coming to earth 
is contradicted by the very verse 
Baxter uses to prove his point! 
Verse 29 reads, “Immediately aft- 
er the tribulation’ Christ comes 
in the clouds of heaven to the 
earth. Where is there room for 
any period, either short or long 
between two events when one is 
said to follow IMMEDIATELY 
AFTER the other? It is not per- 
missible to add to the Scriptures 
in order to support our position. 
This second death-blow is not re- 
quired, but if it is, the word

It is simply not so that the 


Great Tribulation is in two separ- 
ate parts: first—persecution by 
the Beast: second—the wrath of 
God. The tribulation is the wrath 
of God from start to finish. The 


plagues of Revelation, chapters 6. 


through 16 are God’s wrath poured 
upon the earth-dwellers and the. 
throne of the Beast. We proved 
from Luke 17 that the judgments 
begin as soon as the church is 
removed. This whole seven years | 
is a period of judgment. What are 
the seal judgments in Revelation 
6 but the wrath of God and stated | 
to be so in verse 17—‘the great 
day of his wrath is come.” The 
trumpet judgments are called | 
“these plagues” in Revelation 9:20. | 
Are not plagues the wrath of | 
God? “Plagues” are _ identified 
with wrath in Revelation 15:1. 
The vials of wrath are called 
“the seven last plagues.” If they 
are the last, then the other plagues 
coming before the vials were part 
of the same wrath. We are told 
that the vials “fill up” or com- 
plete the wrath; they complete 
whatever wrath had already been 
visited on unbelievers, by the seal 


and trumpet judgments. Could 
anything be plainer? 

Since this has been proven, 
where stands Dr. Ladd’s state- 


ment, ‘““The church will never suf- 
fer the wrath of God’? If the 
church is then on earth, she cer- 
tainly will suffer unless divinely 
preserved. Is she? The saints of 
the tribulation period, the Bible 
teachers, are “overcome” by the 
Beast; they are _ killed; the 
martyrs of Revelation 6 and 7 die’ 
of hunger, thirst and heat in the 
tribulation plagues. THEY WERE 
NOT SAID TO BE PRESERVED. 
Post-tribulationists are helpless 
here to prove that the church is 
to be on earth and supernaturally 
preserved. We are told in Revela- 
tion 7 that 144,000 Jews from all 
the twelve tribes of Israel were 
(are to be) sealed so as to be 


Ladd has to find some proof that 
the church is preserved, seeing 


Jews are the church! He thus 
reveals the utter weakness of the 
post-tribulation view. There was 
one only way of escape for the 
church. It was promised in Luke 
3:10—they 
would be raptured into Heaven 
before the tribulation began. 


The First Resurrection 

Anothér objection concerns the 
passage which Dr. Ladd admit§ 
is the one only Scripture which 
he thinks explicitly teaches that 
the church will be on earth during 
the tribulation... We would expect, 
therefore, something very clear 
and definite to support post-tribu- 
lation rapture. Here is the pas- 
sage: 

“And I saw thrones, and they 
sat upon them, and judgment was 
given unto them: and I saw the 
souls of them that were beheaded 
for the witness of Jesus, and for 
the word of God, and which had 
not worshipped the beast, nor his 
image, neither had received his 
mark upon their foreheads, or in 
their hands; and they lived and 
reigned with Christ a thousand 
years. But the rest of the dead 
lived not again until the thousand 
years were finished. This is the 
first resurrection” (Rev. 20:4, 5). 

The first thing to note here is 
that two different companies are 
mentioned. “I saw thrones, and 
they sat upon them... and jor 
also| I saw the souls of them 
that were beheaded.” First, we 
have a glorified company of be- 
lievers in redeemed bodies seated 
on thrones, rewarded, and 
crowned. (Souls are not enthroned 
and crowned.) Second, the sou! 


‘raptured 


proof 


of the tribulation martyrs await- 
ing resurrection. These two com- 
panies, together with the two wit- 
nesses resurrected in chapter 11, 
are all apart of the first resur- 
rection, of which Christ Himself, 
nineteen hundred years ago, was 
the firstfruits. 


The key ‘to this passage is to 
note that this is the first resur- 
rection IN CONTRAST WITH 
THE FINAL RESURRECTION 
THAT FOLLOWS at the end of 
the kingdom age. In the“resurrec- 
tion chapter in I Corinthians 15 
Paul tells us there is a stated 
order in resurrection. “Every man 
in his own order |or company]}.” 
All believers will not be raised | 


at one time. Christ the firstfruits 
is raised, then the church at the 
rapture, then the two witnesses 
in mid-tribulation, then finally 
the tribulation martyrs mentioned. 
in our passage above. All are 
part of and have a share in the 
first resurrection. The fact that 
the first group is already seated 
on thrones and crowned identifies 
them with the church previously 
and now rewarded and 
enthroned, ready to share the 
kingdom reign with those who 
died in the tribulation at the 
hands of the Beast. No explicit 
is here of post-tribulation 
rapture. 


And just to confirm the above, 
note how impossible it is that the 
passage teaches, as they claim, 
the removal of every believer from 
the earth when Christ descends 
after the Great Tribulation. For 
if this were so, then of course there 
would be no believers left on the 
earth in natural bodies to popu- 
late the earth in the kingdom 
age. Scripture describes a godly 
remnant, both Jews and Gentiles, 
who escape death in the tribula- 
tion, and who pass into the mil- 
lennial kingdom where children 
are born and people die. But if 
all believers are raptured and giv- 
en immortal bodies when Christ 
comes to earth, then who are the 
earthly citizens of the kingdom? 
Post-tribulationism has no answer 
to this. Dr. Ladd does not even 
deal with the problem. There in- 
terpretation raises a question 
they cannot answer. 


The Wheat and Tares 
Another supposedly strong argu- 
ment against pretribulation rap- 
ture is Matthew 13:30, where the 


gathering of the tares for burning 


precedes the gathering of the 
wheat into the barn: 

“Gather ye together first the 
tares, and bind them in bundles 
to burn them: but gather the 
wheat into my barn.” 

It is not said that the tares 


are burned before the wheat is 
gathered, but only that they are 
bound into bundles prior to the 
burning. This passage must be in- 
terpreted in the light of other 
passages dealing with the same 
subject. In Matthew 3:12 we read 
that Christ at His coming will 
“eather his wheat into the garner; 
but he will burn up the chaff 
with unquenchable fire.” Note that 
here the wheat is gathered before 
the burning. 

Then in the sister parable, in 
Matthew 13:48, of the good and 
bad fish we read, “And gathered 


the good into vessels, but cast 
the bad away.” Here again the 
gathering of the good precedes

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the destruction of the bad. These 
last two passages, if they do not 
fully meet the objection contained 
in the first, at least neutralize 
its weight against pretribulation 
rapture. 


Why Exemption? 

It is also strongly objected that 
we have no right to expect im- 
munity from the tribulation when 
all through history Christians 
have been permitted by God to 
suffer persecution. This point is 
stressed as if it were a devastat- 
ing argument against deliverance 
by rapture from the awful tribu- 
lation. The early Christians, they 
remind us, rejoiced that they were 
counted worthy to suffer. Why, 
they ask, should the church of 
the last days seek exemption? 
In the words of one writer we are 
asked querulously, “Who, and what 
are we, that exemption from suf- 
fering should be accorded us?” 


I frankly confess my astonish- 
ment when I read such words. All 
I can say is that this writer’s 
quarrel is not with pretribulation- 
ists, but with the Lord Himself! 
What else can one say when Jesus 
strongly urged His _ disciples, 
“Watch ye therefore, and pray 
always, that ye may be AC- 
COUNTED WORTHY TO ES- 
CAPE ALL THESE THINGS.” 
Will these good brethren blame 
Christ for offering exemption 
from the tribulation? He said, “TI 
will keep thee from the hour of 
temptation which shall come upon 
all the world” (Rev. 3:10). Will 
they question His love and wisdom 
in so promising? The one straight 
question I ask them here is, 
Are these words in the Bible or 
are they not? Robert Cameron 
says of those who prize this prom- 
ise, “A desire to shirk suffering 
for Christ is a mark of spiritual 
degeneracy.” This, of course, 
makes Christ a party to such spir- 
itual degeneracy! What do these 
writers, teaching our ministerial 
students, do with such promises? 
They cannot deny they are there. 
Even if these two promises quoted 
above meant no more (they do) 
than preservation in the Great 
Tribulation, it would indicate that 
our Lord was still at fault in of- 
fering such preservation.

cause they do not see that the 
Great Tribulation is the WRATH 
OF GOD UPON AN UNBELIEV- 
ING WORLD. To speak of the 
tribulation as comparable to past 
periods of suffering for the saints 
is to deny Christ’s statement that 
it would be unique. The tribulation 
is not “the hostility of an evil 
age,” as Ladd puts it. That is 
merely one part of the tribulation. 
Essentially it is the time of God’s 
wrath and the church has no part 
in that. All complaint, therefore, 
against those who would prize ex- 
emption from such wrath; all 
talk about “spiritual degeneracy” 
marking those who rejoice in 
Christ’s promised deliverance, 
simply proves that such objectors 
have failed to apprehend the true 
meaning of the tribulation, and 
therefore did not have the mind of 
Christ on this subject. Their com- 
plaint against Christ’s promised 
exemption proves it. 


An Incredible Charge 

A surprising objection is made 
by Dr. Ladd that “The pretribula- 
tion doctrine as it is usually taught 
robs the church of one of the most 
dynamic incentives for world- 
wide evangelization.” Ladd means 
that since our Lord stated in 
Matthew 24:14, “This gospel of 
the kingdom shall be preached 
in all the world for a witness unto 
all nations; and then shall the 
end come,” and because many pre- 
tribulationists believe this refers 
to a witnessing Jewish remnant 
in the tribulation, therefore pre- 
tribulationists are not much in- 
terested in world evangelization 
now, but are leaving it for the 
Jews in the tribulation! 


This astounding charge will be 
news to many thousands of be- 
lievers in pretribulation rapture 
the world over, wherever this copy 
of THE SWORD OF THE LORD is read. 
I repeat that multiplied thousands 
of believers in the at-any-moment 
coming of Christ have never even 
heard of such an idea, much less 
being controlled by it in their 
missionary endeavors. ‘True many 
of them believe this passage refers 
to a witness by the Jewish rem- 
nant in the tribulation; many 
others of them believe it refers to 
the world-wide witness being giv- 
en by the church in our own day. 
But whether they believe in one 
interpretation or the other, all 
of them know the Great Commis- 
sion of ‘Matthew 28:19, AND 
THEY ARE OBEYING IT. 


It is not easy to write calmly 
and courteously concerning this 
unfounded charge, especially when 
Dr. Ladd inserts in his book a 
radical statement by Dr. O. J. 
Smith to this effect: “Under the 
heading ‘A Dangerous Heresy’ Dr. 
Smith says, ‘But I know what 
some are saying. I hear it every- 
where. They are saying: “This is 
not the task of the church at all, 
the Jews are to do it; we should 
leave it to them after we are 
raptured away!” 


Reader, how is one to deal 
graciously with such an utterly 
irresponsible statement? Surely 
Dr. Smith’s admirable missionary 
zeal is no excuse for making a 
statement so contrary to fact. For 
so it is. The great missionary en- 
terprise of modern faith missions 
is supported almost in its entirety 
by believers in the pretribulation 
coming of Christ. People in our 
pretribulation churches are 
taught to pray, and give, and go, 
in order to hasten the coming 
of that glad day of His return. 

One needs only to look at the 
Bible institutes, the fundamental 
colleges and seminaries of the 
United States to see where our 
missionaries come from. With 
very few exceptions, these training 
centers are committed to the doc- 
trine of an imminent Second Com- 
ing. 


The Greatest Missionary Work 
Is Done By Those Who Look 
for Christ’s Coming at 
Any Moment 

The denominational branch to 
which I belong, the Conservative 
Baptists of America, have some 
three hundred missionaries, It is 
doubtful if more than ten or a 
dozen are post-tribulational. 
Among the Regular Baptists there 
would be even less, and probably 
none at all. 

The great Christian. and Mis- 
sionary Alliance began at Old 
Orchard after a study of Mark 
13:10, “The gospel must first be 
published among all nations.” The 
two men who, under God, began 


this monumental missionary en- 
terprize were A. B. Simpson and 
W. E. Blackstone, both ardent be- 
lievers in pretribulation rapture, 
as are the vast majority of Al- 
liance ministers and church mem- 
bers. 

Consider Dr. Ladd’s charge, 
backed by Dr. Smith’s statement, 
in the light of the prodigious mis- 
sionary effort of the “Back to 
the Bible” broadcast by Theodore 
Epp. They distribute 65,000 half- 
hour broadcasts yearly at a cost 
of $2,000,000 and covering many 
parts of the world. These broad- 
casts give the Bible message in 
the major languages, and there 
is hardly a nation that is not 
reached by this witness. I am 
reasonably sure Dr. Epp would 
lean toward a Jewish interpreta- 
tion of the passage in Matthew 
24:14. Does that make him lie 
down on the job of world evangel- 
ization? 

Perhaps the group that might 
be strongest on a Jewish witness 
in the tribulation is the people 
called Brethren. Are the Ply- 
mouth Brethren leaving world 
evangelization to the future as 
charged? The Brethren have mis- 
sionaries all over the world. 


What, then, can we say about 
this objection to pretribulation- 
ism, “They are saying: this is not 
the task of the church at all, the 
Jews are to do it. We should 
leave it to them. I hear it every- 
where”? I can honestly say I have 
travelled these United States and 
Canada for thirty-five years as 
pastor, evangelist, and _ Bible 
teacher, and I HAVE NEVER 
ONCE HEARD IT! I would like 
to ask Dr. Ladd respectfully if 
he himself has ever once heard 
it? He marred his fine book by 
reprinting that irresponsible state- 
ment, 

A fair explanation of this ex- 
treme statement would be that 
Dr. Smith did not expect it would 
be taken quite literally. He may 


have heard it once or twice but- 


to his impetuous missionary spirit 
that is “everywhere.” He did not 
mean it to be taken literally any 
more than the statement he pub- 
lished in his church magazine 
when he wrote, “It is doubtful if 
there are still any reliable Bible 
teachers who believe the church 
will escape the tribulation.” When 
he wrote that; Dr. Smith must 
have known that at the Inter- 
national Prophetic Conference in 
New York every one of the thirty 
speakers signed a statement -of 
belief in the pretribulation rap- 
ture of the church. Also that by 
far the great majority of prophetic 
Bible teachers are pretribulation- 
ists. That was just his extreme 
and exaggerated way of stating 
his case. Those of us who know 
Dr. Smith understand this. Evi- 
dently Dr. Ladd doesn’t. 


Ministerial Students Being 
Misled 


I regret having to deal so per- 
sonally with this objection, but 
I have a burden on my heart over 
the spread of post-tribulationism. 
It is doing incalculable harm to 
our students. For example, all 
three fundamental training cent- 
ers in Toronto, Canada, are post- 
tribulational and _é a-millennial, 
which includes both Baptist Sem- 
inaries and Toronto Bible College. 
I attended the ordination of one 
of their Baptist graduates recent- 
ly. His statement of doctrine had 
practically nothing to say about 
prophecy. Just before the exam- 
ination ended he was asked this 
question, “You have said nothing 
about the future. Is there to be 
a kingdorm of righteousness estab- 
lished on the earth?” The candi- 
date replied, “No, the kingdom 
is spiritual.” I then asked this 
second and last question, “Do you 
believe the Lord Jesus will come 
back personally to this earth?” 
He answered, “No, the’ coming 
is spiritual.” Tragic indeed that 
before these young men have had 
time and a chance to study 
prophecy for themselves, their 
minds are made up for them by 
such teaching. That is my burden 
in writing these articles. 


It would be well if this mission- 
ary question could be cleared up 
for our post-tribulation brethren. 
Their insistence that Christ can- 
not come until something more is 
done in world evangelization is 
really a blow at the imminency of 
His coming. They talk in general- 
ities when they claim the world 
must first be evangelized. How 
many have to be evangelized? 


They do not say. Nobody knows 
that but God Himself. Must every 
individual hear before Christ can 
come? Did He say so? On such 
an important matter we must be 
both specific and scriptural. 


The prophecy is that “the gospel 
must first be published among 
all nations.” But according to Acts 
2:5 and Colossians 1:6 it has been 
preached to all nations. The lan- 
guage here is purposely indefinite. 
With divine wisdom our Lord did 
not tell us how intensive the pro- 
clamation was to be. He did this 
in order to preserve the immin- 
ency of His coming. Let us keep 
to Scripture in defining the mis- 
sionary objective. It is to be a 
world-wide witness to every na- 
tion, not necessarily to every in- 
dividual. ‘Through the 
missionary movement, that witness 


has been given to every nation 
in the person of some of her}], 
people.

I repeat, ‘nobody knows when 
the last person will be saved from 
among the Gentile nations in order 
to complete the number of the 
church. Certainly our task now is 
world evangelization, Pretribula- 
tionists have been preaching that 
all their lives. Never in the his- 
tory of the church has there been 
such zeal for missions as we see 
today by both pre and post-tribu- 
lationists. The missionary task, 
however, must not be misinter- 
preted so as to destroy the pos- 
sibility of Christ’s coming at any 
moment. If we think He cannot

good gift and every perfect gift is 
from above” (James 1:17), and 
that “it is the Lord that giveth 
thee power to get wealth” (Deut. 
8:18). When we are advanced and 
promoted, there is the temptation 
to swagger and to conclude that 
we have thus arrived because of 
our own ingenuity! 

So Haman saw to it that “all the 
king’s servants, that were in the 
king’s gate, bowed, and reverenced 
Haman.” Men like this sort of 
thing. It caters to the flesh. It 
pampers our pride. It feeds our 
rotten ego. By nature people want 
attention, they want to be noticed, 
they want to be looked up to. 

This is why some people join 
lodges or clubs instead of going to 
a Bible-preaching church, In the 
church they are told they are sin- 
ners and are doomed for Hell. 
In the lodge they are led to believe 
they are fine, upright citizens. For 
this reason, many people join mor- 
al uplift societies, civic clubs and 
other organizations that do some 
good from a charitable viewpoint 
but never touch upon the real 
issue of the soul and it relationship 
to God. 


This is why the modernistic 
twentieth-century church is_ so 
popular with the natural man. 
Men love to -be told that “we’re 
all the children of God” and that 
“God is too good to send any of his 
children to Hell.” It doesn’t mat- 
ter whether the minister gets his 
message from the Bible or not, 
just so it caters to the flesh and 
pleases the depraved ego! 

Man by nature is haughty, but 
“pride goeth before destruction, 
and an haughty spirit before a 
fall” (Prov. 16:18). Men need to 
hear God say, “The lofty looks of 
man shall be humbled, and the 
haughtiness of men shall be bowed 
down” (Isa. 2:1la). 


So cocky Haman, strutting 
about the king’s palace with his 
head high, is a perfect picture of 
the natural man who, in reality is 
at enmity with God. 

Thus, he was preparing himself 
for the noose.

The Hatred of Haman! 


A certain man named Mordecai 
refused to bow and scrape before 
the cocky Haman. “Mordecai 
bowed not, nor did him reverence.” 
And when the king’s servants in- 
quired for an explanation, Morde- 
cai did not even bother to talk to 
them. He was a servant of God. 
He had something more important 
to do than argue with the Devil’s 
crowd! “And when Haman saw 
that Mordecai bowed. not, nor did 
him reverence, then was Haman 
full of wrath” (Esther 3:5). 

Hatred is a natural fruit of the 
flesh (Gal. 5:20). Unsaved people 
are described in Titus 3:3 as 
“hateful, and hating one another.” 

But the hatred that sinners have 
for one another is nothing to com- 
pare with their hatred for the 
righteous! Cain hated his brother 
Abel, and killed him “because his 
own works were evil, and his 
brother’s righteous” (I John 3: 
12b). 

Wicked Ahab said of the prophet 
Micaiah, ““There is yet one man, 
by whom we may enquire of the 
Lord: but I hate him: for he nev- 
er prophesied good unto me, but 
always evil” (II Chron. 18:7). 

So sinners hate the preachers 
who tell them the truth about 
themselves—unless_ they’re sick 
enough of sin to want to find a 
way out! Many a faithful preacher 
must say with Paul, “Am I there- 


fore become your enemy because I | § 


tell you the truth?” (Gal. 4:16). 

Even so, modernists hate the 
Bible-believing, fundamental) 
preacher. World-loving denomina- 
tional leaders hate Bob Jones Uni-| 
versity, Tennessee Temple College, | 
or any other fundamental, sepa- 
rated Christian school because it 
puts their own worldly institutions 
in such a bad light. Time-serving, 
money-loving, position-grabbing re- 
ligious workers always despise the) 
humble, dedicated, consecrated | 
Christian who refuses to compro- 
mise! 

But in reality, the hatred of a 
sinner for a godly man is hatred 
for God! 

Haman was not satisfied to 
merely lay hands on Mordecai, but 
“sought to destroy all the Jews 


kingdom” (vs, 6). In this way he 
planned not only to kill Mordecai, 
but all of the people of Mordecai, 
the Jews. And he was willing to 
pay big money to get rid of these 
hated Jews. 

Satan has inspired the hatred of 
the Jew through the years, but 
over and above and beyond it all is 
an intense hatred for God and a 
determination to dethrone Him. 
Satan’s blitz on the Jew is an 
attack upon the Word of God, 
(for through them was given the 
Oracles of God), and an attack 
upon the promised “seed of the 
woman” who was to be the virgin- 
born “king of the Jews,” Jesus 
Christ. 

Lost people usually give the 
stock-in-trade excuses for not be- 
coming Christians: “hypocrites in 
the church,” “Sunday is the only 
day I have,” “can’t understand the 
Bible,” “afraid I can’t live it,” etc., 
etc., but back of all such excuses 
is man’s inbred hatred for God and

holiness. Does not the Bible de- 
clare that the heart is deceitful 
above all things and desperately 
wicked? Truly, “all we like sheep 
have gone astray” (Isa. 53:6). 

Lost people sometimes say they 
love God and would be offended 
if you suggested they did not; yet 
Jesus said, “If you love me, keep 
my commandments” (John 14:15). 
He also said, “Whosoever there- 
fore will be a friend of the world 
is the enemy of God” (James 4: 
4b).

After the decree to destroy all 
of the Jews, the Bible says that 
“the king and Haman sat down to 
drink” (Esther 3:15). Haman was 
a gay dog. He loved wine and ban- 
quetings. When later the queen 
issued him an invitation to a ban- 
quet in the palace, he swelled with 
pride. He loved his good times. 
He was a lover of pleasure more 
than a lover of God! He lived in 
pleasures. He thought he was real- 
ly living, but needed to read, “She 
that liveth in pleasure is dead 
while she liveth” (I Tim. 5:6). 

Haman was like many worldly 
church members today. It did not 
matter to him that tears flowed 
and that many souls were in the 
grip of great sorrow over the de- 
cree of death. Suffering around 
him did not seem to touch him at 
all. He was like multitudes of sin- 


ners today who care not for the) 


grief, the heartache, the misery 
caused by sin all around them. 
Haman was a glamour boy, a 
slap-happy play boy. You would 
have found him, if he lived today, 
at the cocktail lounge one night, 
at the lodge hall the next, at the 
card table the next, at the theatre 
the next. His life was a round of 
pleasure and merry-making. 
Haman sat down to drink. God 
pity the man who has no more 
sense than that. Yet Haman was 
not as besmirched, not as stupifiel 
not as idiotic in sin as the modern 
twentieth-century sinner who can 
read of the dread results of al- 
coholism on every hand. Haman 
never saw a Statistical report de- 
scribing the multitude slain in al- 
cohol-caused wrecks on the high- 
way. Haman probably never saw, 
“Wine if a mocker, strong drink 
is raging: and whosoever is de- 
ceived thereby is not wise” (Prov. 
20:1). Haman never read Isaiah 5: 


11, “Woe unto them that rise up) 


early in the morning, that they 
may follow strong drink; that con- 
tinue unto night, till wine inflame 
them!”’

The godly Queen Esther was in- 
formed of the plan to destroy her 
people. Mordecai sent her the 
word, “Who knoweth whether thou 
art come to the kingdom for such 
a time as this?” (Esther 4:14b). 
She called for three days of fast- 
ing and prayer, after which she 
purposed to appear before the king 
seeking an annulment of the awful 
plot. This she would do at the risk 
of her life, for she had not been 
called in to the inner court of the 
king for thirty days, and any who 
did presume to go into his inner 
court uncalled would certainly be 
slain, unless the king happened to 


| be in the right mood and held out 


the golden sceptre to the intruder. 


Esther said, “We'll pray and trust | 


God and then if I perish, I perish” 
(Esther 4:16b). 

So while Haman enjoyed his hi- 
larity, some of God’s people were 
having a prayer meeting! Would 
God that we would learn that this 
is the best way to handle the ene- 
mies of God. “The effectual fer- 
vent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much” (James 5:16). 
Prayer still moves the hand that 
moves the world. After the old 
pagan king had been thoroughly 
soaked in prayer, Esther put on 
her royal apparel and stood in the 
inner court of.the king’s house as 
the king sat upon his royal throne. 
It was a breathtaking moment. 
Would Esther perish or had prayer 
really worked? 


“And it was so, when the king 
saw Hsther the queen standing in 
the court, that she obtained favor 
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wanted to be sure that Haman 


‘came along with the king to the 


banquet. 

Haman was in his heyday of hi- 
larity now! He was riding high. 
Had not the queen invited him to 
her own private banquet with the 
king not once but twice? What 
more could he have but the king- 
dom itself! His great glee was only 
dampened by the fact that on the 
way home from the first banquet 
he took note of the fact that Mor- 
decai, the Jew, still did not stand 
up nor move for him when he went 
by. So he was “full of indignation 
against Mordecai” (Esther 5:9b). 


“Nevertheless Haman refrained 
himself: and when he came home, 
he sent and called for his friends, 
and Zeresh his wife. And Haman 
told them of the glory of his rich- 
es, and the multitudes of his chil- 
dren, and all the things wherein 
the king had promoted him, and 
how he had advanced him above 
the princes and servants of the 
king. Haman said moreover, Yea, 
Esther the queen did let no man 
come in with the king unto the 
banquet that she had prepared but 
MYSELF; and tomorrow am I in- 
vited unto her also with the king.” 

Esther 5:10-12. 


Thus Haman gloated in his rich- 
es and his advancement. He was 
just about the finest and smartest 
man he knew of! What a picture 
of the natural man all taken up 
with himself. Truly, wrapped in 
ourselves we make small packages. 
Haman’s’ glee, however, was 
changed to gloom by the fact that 
Mordecai did not do him reverence 
and bow in his presence. He pout- 
ed, “Yet all this availeth me noth- 


ing, so long as I see Mordecai the 
Jew sitting at the king’s gate” 


(Esther 5:13). 
Then Haman did what many a 


sinner has done to his damnation, 
He listened to an evil woman! 


Now thank God for devoted 
Christian women. Many a man has 
been made and preserved by a god- 
ly wife! In my revival work, I’ve 
stayed in pastor’s homes where it 
was easy to see that the dedicated 
help-mate was the pastor’s finest 
asset in the ministry. Even Pilate 
would have ddéne well to have lis- 
tened to his wife. 

But many a man has been 
ruined by the suggestion of a wom- 
an. Eve ‘“‘took of the fruit and did 
eat, and gave also unto her hus- 
band with her; and he did eat” 
(Gen. 3:6b). 


Ahab’s worst curse was Jezebel, 
his idolatrous wife. 

Herod the king made the foolish 
mistake of listening to Herodias 
and her sensual daughter. 

Many a lust-laden man is de- 
scribed in Proverbs 7:18-23 as the 
scheming, flirtatious woman coos: 


“Come, let us take our fill of 
love until the morning: let us ‘so- 
lace ourselves with loves. For the 
goodman is not at home, he is gone 
a long journey: he hath taken a 
bag of money with him, and will 
come home at the day appointed. 
With her much fair speech she 
caused him to yield, with the flat-

So Haman listened to Zeresh his 
wife as he pouted over his wound- 
ed pride. 


“Then said Zeresh his wife and 
all his friends unto him, Let a gal- 
lows be made of fifty cubits high, 


thereon: then go thou in merrily 
with the king unto the banquet. 
And the thing pleased Haman; 
and he caused the gallows to be 
made’—Esther 5:14. 


So, “the noose!” 

Haman was so excited that he 
set the alarm early for the next 
morning. Mordecai must go to the 
noose. 


However, it happened in the 
providence of God that the king 
had a bad case of insomnia that 
night. Evidently his nerves could 
not be soothed by soft music or by 
the palace entertainers; so in des- 
peration he finally looked for some- 
thing boring to be read to him in a 
last-ditch effort to get to sleep. 
Out of the dusty archives they 
brought the book of records of the 
chronicles; and they were read be- 
fore the king. As the courtier read 
away on the boring reports, all of 
a sudden something caught the 
king’s ear. It seems that sometime 
previously the king’s life had been 
saved from two desperadoes who 
sought to lay hands upon him and 
the one who had delivered the king 
was the godly Jew, Mordecai! This 
was the first the king had learned 
of the attempt upon his life and 
his subsequent rescue. The would- 
be assassins had been hung and 
the event recorded in the chroni- 
cles, but the king had not even 
been informed of it. 


Now the king was even more 
wide awake! “So this man Mor- 
decai saved my life! What honor 
and dignity hath been done to 
Mordecai for this? he inquired. 
Investigation revealed that no re- 
ward had been given to Mordecai. 

Suddenly the king heard the 
sound.of a footstep in the walk- 
way outside. Haman was up bright 
and early. Was this not the day 
of his second big banquet and also 
the day on which he was to send 
Mordecai to the gallows? Oh hap- 
py day, Haman! Shushan the pal- 
ace will never forget this day! The 
step the king heard was that of 
Haman coming to speak to the 
king about hanging Mordecai. But 
before he could state his mission, 
the king demanded, “What can we 
do, Haman, for the man whom the 
king delighteth to honor?” (Esth- 
er 6:6a). 

Now Haman, wearing his self- 
imposed halo, thought to himself, 
“To whom would the king delight

ity, Haman was just sure that he 
was the one to be so honored! But 
“when pride cometh, then cometh 
shame” (Prov. 11:2a). So now we 
see the 


Humiliation of Haman. 


For the king said to Haman, 
“Make haste, and take the apparel 
and the horse, as thou hast said; 
and do even so to Mordecai the 
Jew, that sitteth at the king’s 
gate: let nothing fail of all that 
thou hast spoken” (vs. 10). 

This was the most humiliating 
command Haman had ever been 
given! He who thought he was the 
favorite of the king and the most 
popular figure in the kingdom, 
performing the menial task of a 
mere servant as he led his hated 
enemy Mordecai through the city, 
proclaiming, “Thus shall it be done 
unto the man whom the king de- 
lighteth to honor!” 

Surely the whole thing was no 
surprise to the godly Mordecai nor 
to Queen Esther. Had not they 
prayed and committed the whole 
matter to God? 

So Mordecai came again to the 
king’s gate. “But Haman hasted

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to his house mourning, and having 
his head covered” (Esther 6:12). 


While he was blubbering to his 
wife about the deal, who should 
walk in but the king’s chamber- 
lain to bring Haman in haste to 
the banquet that Esther had pre- 
pared (vs. 14). Oh, that every sin- 
ner would learn that someday he 
must come down off his high 
horse. The lofty looks of man shall 
be humbled. “And whosoever shall 
exalt himself shall be abased”’ 
(Matt. 23:12a). “The fear of the 
Lord is the instruction of wisdom; 
and before honour is humility” 
(Prov. 15:33). Haman had no hu- 
mility, so now he must suffer hu- 
miliation. 

Usually the sinner comes to pub- 
lic grief and humiliation in this 
life. “Be sure your sin will find 
you out” (Num. 32:23b). 


Sin does find the sinner out in 
so many ways, proving conclu- 
sively that the way of the trans- 
gressor is hard. 


Proud, cocky nations have been 
humiliated in the dust of defeat. 
Surely America cannot go on in- 
sulting God, despising His Word, 
spurning His grace, for “righteous- 
ness exalteth a nation: but sin is 
a reproach to any people” (Prov. 
14:34). 

The home that is operated in 
selfish independence of God is 
bound to be headed for the humili- 
ation of a downfall. They’re fall- 
ing all over America today with 
one marriage in three now going 
on the rocks. Bach participant in 
the divorce blames the other, yet 
suffers the humiliation that all 
of their acquaintances know they 
failed, that their sin found them 
out in the tragedy of a broken 
home. And their children will suf- 
fer for life from the humiliation 
of such an event. 


The proud drinker is cock-sure 
that drink will never dominate 
him! Then, “At the last it biteth 
like a serpent, and stingeth like 
an adder’ (Prov. 23:32). In hu- 
miliation he finds himself a totter- 
ing, staggering, defeated sot. 


Yet many sinners seem never to 
be humiliated over their sins. They 
“live, become old, yea, are mighty 
in power, Their seed is established 
in their sight with-them, and their 
offspring before their eyes. Their 
houses are safe from fear, neither 
is the rod of God upon them... 
They send forth their little ones 
like a flock, and their children 
dance .... They spend their days 
in wealth, and in a moment go 
down to the grave” (Job 21:7-13).

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One concludes that they lived in 
wickedness and got away with it. 

But wait! Has not God said, 
“Because sentence against an evil 
work is not executed speedily, 
therefore the heart of the sons of 
men is fully set in them to do evil. 
Though a sinner do evil an hun- 
dred times, and his days be pro- 
longed, yet surely I know that it 
Shall . .. not be well with the 
wicked, neither shall he prolong 
his days, which are as a shadow; 
because he feareth not before 
God” (Eccles. 8:11-13). 

Oh, be sure of this! “Every one 
of us shall give account of himself 
to God.” (Rom. 14:12). There is an 
end! Has not God said, “Be sure 
your sin will find you out!” So in 
some cases the humiliation dees 
not apparently take place until 
“every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess that Jesus Christ is 
God!”’ Imagine the humiliation of 
the proud, college-bred skeptic in 
that day! The sneering, modernis- 
tic preacher will not talk himself 
out of this. The money-loaded ty- 
coon cannot buy his way out of 
this dread moment! “And whoso- 
ever was not found written in the 
book of life was cast into the lake 
of fire” (Rev. 20:15). After the 
humiliation of Haman, then came 
the 


Hanging of Haman. 

How the banqueting room must 
have sparkled! Gleaming chalices, 
sparkling silver, brilliant chanda- 
liers, steaming dishes, smoking 
meats—oh, what aroma! What 
tension in the air as “the king and 
Haman came to banquet with 
Esther the queen” (Esther 7:1). 

It probably made big news. An 
outsider would have concluded 
Haman to be one of the most for- 
tunate men in all the kingdom. He 
is now listed among the upper four 
hundred. His country club status 
is assured! His credit is estab- 
lished. Surely the largest churches 
will compete for his patronage. If 
Haman were to run for office, he 
would most surely be elected! This 
is it! Children will look on envious- 
ly at Haman’s family. Haman has 
arrived! Who would not trade 
places with Haman? Two banquets 
in a row with the king and the 
queen! Surely this merits front- 
page publicity! Send the society 
editor around to see Mrs. Haman! 

“What brand do you smoke, Ha- 
man? Surely you use the thinking 
man’s filter!” 

“Please give me your autograph, 
Mr. Haman. Oh, thank you!” 

“How about a contract in Holly- 
wood, Mr. Haman?” 

“Will you speak at the luncheon 
club, Haman? All the best people 
will be there!” 

Thus, the hullabaloo continued. 
The town was a-buzz! 


“So the king and Haman came 
to banquet with Esther the queen. 
And the king said again unto 
Esther on the second day at the 
banquet, What is thy petition, 
queen Esther? and it shall be 
granted thee: and what is thy re- 
quest? and it shall be performed, 
even to the half of the kingdom.” 


Her heart may have been beat- 
ing like a trip hammer. She may 
have had to swallow hard to get 
out the words, but Esther had 
prayed, and surely God would be 
with her now. So Esther the queen 
answered and said: 


“If I have found favor in thy 
sight, O king, and if it please the 
king, let my life be given me at my 
petition, and my people at my 
request: For we are sold, I and my 
people, to be destroyed, to be slain, 
and to perish.”—Esther 7:1-4a. 


Astounded at her words, the 


king said: 


“Who is he and where is he that 
durst presume in his heart to do 
so? And Esther said, The adver- 
sary and enemy is THIS WICKED 
HAMAN.’—Esther 7:5, 6. 


What drama! Haman must have 
turned .white with fear. He was 
“afraid before the king and the 
queen” (Esther 7:6). ) 

The king arose in his wrath and 
stepped into the garden to com- 
pose himself. 

Haman frantically pled with 
Esther for his life. 

Before she could give answer, 
the king returned in the fullness 
of his fury and indignation, and 
Haman’s face was covered for the 
death march (vs. 8). 

What will be done with Haman? 


Tension reigns. . 
But providence has already de- 


creed that “he that pursueth evil 
pursueth it to his own death” 
(Prov. 11:19). 


Like a trapped spider, Haman is 
to be taken in a web of his own 
weaving! 

One of the chamberlains re- 
minded the king of the gallows 
fifty cubits high which Haman had 
made for Mordecai, standing in the 
house of Haman (Esther 7:9). 


The king, remembering’ the 
kindness of Mordecai in saving his 
life, and enraged at the treachery 
of Haman, said, “Hang him there- 
on!” (vs. 9). 


Every sinner stands thus con- 
demned. Every lost man is under 
wrath—not the wrath of a finite 
king, but the righteous wrath of 
an infinite God! We are, by na- 
ture, enemies of a Holy God. This 
means YOU if you’ve never been 
reconciled to God through faith in 
Christ. “Your sins have hid his 
face from you” (Isa. 59:2). “All 
have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God” (Rom. 3:23). By 
nature, “all we like sheep have 
gone astray’ (Isa. 53:6). Sin must 
be judged either in you and me, 
the guilty sinners, or in a right- 
eous, innocent’ substitute who 
knew no sin. So God “made him 
to be sin for us, who knew no sin, 
that we might be made the right- 
eousness of God in him” (II Cor. 
2:21). By his sin man has made 
necessary the noose of judgment! 

When they marched Haman out 
to the gallows he was simply re- 
ceiving his due reward. All will 
agree that he got what was com- 
ing to him. Even so at the judg- 
ment of the Great White Throne 
all will agree—even the _ con- 
demned sinner himself—that he is 
getting exactly the treatment he 
deserves. 

The skeptic will believe the Bi- 
ble in that day! 

The modernist will know that 
Jesus is very God in that august 
hour of his judgment. For God 
“hath given him [Christ] author- 
ity to execute judgment also, be- 
cause he is Son of the man” (John 
o:2). 

The cultist will know there is a 
burning, literal Hell then! 

The moral man will surely real- 
ize then that his self-righteous 
rags are not enough. 

When they led Haman out of the 
gallows there was no one to take 
his place! No one offered to die 
in his stead! He had sinned and he 
must bear his punishment! 
they hanged Haman on the gal- 
lows that he had prepared for Mor- 
decai. Then was the king’s wrath 
pacified” (Esther 7:10). Justice 
could not rest until Haman was in 
the noose! 

The Bible speaks finally of 


The House of Haman. 


“Esther set Mordecai over the 
house of Haman” (Esther 8:2b). 
Imagine that! But has not God 
said, “If they obey and serve him, 
they shall spend their days in 
prosperity, and their years in plea- 
sures” (Job 36:11)? Haman and 
the house of Haman found that 
sin results in suffering. For not 
only did Haman hang, but his 
family met with grief and destruc- 
tion, too. All ten of his sons were 
soon slain in the purge that fol- 
lowed the hanging (Esther 9:10). 

So the sinner always brings 
heartache and misery to his own 
loved ones and friends. No one 
liveth to himself. “One sinner de- 
stroyeth much good” (Eccles. 9: 
18). The sin of Haman lived on to 
curse and blast the lives of others. 
This is always so. “The ungodly 
shall not stand in the judgment, 
nor sinners in the congregation of 
the righteous. For the Lord know- 
eth the way of the righteous: but 
the way of the ungodly shall per- 
ish” (Ps. 1:5, 6). 

Contrast the house of Haman 
with the house of God’s people, the 
Jews. “The Jews had light, and 
gladness, and joy, and honor” 
(Esther 8:16). Like a sinner who 
has found Christ they were turned 
“from sorrow to joy, and from 


mourning into a good day” 
(Esther 9:22). 
Mordecai trusted God, had 


walked with Him, had obeyed 
Him! Thus he witnessed God's 
marvelous deliverance! So while 
the house of Haman perished, the 
house of Mordecai shall abide for- 
ever! 

Haman wound up in the noose! 
There was no one to take his 
place, no one to bear his punish- 
ment for him! 

You and I cannot say that! We

bus is always gone before I 
get there.’ 


Whereupon her case lay so 
heavily upon my heart that I 
awoke, and behold! it was not 
all a dream.” 


Perhaps the problem is, after 
all, that we have never really de- 
cided which of our duties are most 
important. We are torn between 
the responsibilities of being a 
house-keeper, being a mother, be- 
ing a wife, being a neighbor, being 
a Christian. In the over-all sense 
it is not only possible, but right 
to be all of these things success- 
fully and yet with all of us there 
is the continual question, “How 
much time should I spend with 
the house .. . with church work 

. with the children?” 


None can give a complete an- 
swer to any other individual. 
Every person is responsible to God 
for the use of his time. But this 
much is certain: some things can- 
not wait. I think I am safe in 
saying that no Christian parent 
deliberately lets his child grow 
up without the Lord. What actual- 
ly happens is that we think, “I 
have plenty of time to see that 
my children are saved ... they 
are so smell yet... when they 
are old enough to understand we 
will start family Bible reading.” 
Then, almost before we know it, 
our children are grown, our in- 
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fluence is gone and there is noth- 
ing left but the bitter cry, “Too 
late! Too late!” 

How many a time has a husband 
stood at some crossroad of de- 
cision which would affect the 
course of a lifetime, but because 
a wife did not put her husband 
first, in tender obedience and pray- 
erful concern, he made the wrong 
decision and thereby wasted a 
lifetime of usefulness and blessing.
